of Alia as tbe fiiture allies of the American 
people. He was anxious to see this great 
highway and tbe nvenues leading to it for him- 
aeir, and It was this desire which led him to 
andertake this Journey. At bis time of life it 
was a great undertaking; bul tbe aged states­ 
man seems to have enjoyed it moro than be 
oonld poeelbly have enjoyed tbe quiet aud se 
elusion of bis country home.

The party press begins to calculate the 
chances of the Presidential election of 1872, 
and, of course, tho figures of the democratic 
arithmeticians differ from those of tbe repub­ 
lican. The former, over-sanguine, make out 
a clear majority of the electoral votes for the 
deiaocratlc candidate over the votes both of 
the States that are admitted to be republican 
and those that are called doubtful. The latler 
claim a larger vote from decided rcpnblioan 
States than tbe democraU can count, with 
more than an even chance of carrying tho 
donbiful sutes. This, to use a familiar collo­ 
quial expression, is certainly reckoning tlie 
chickens before they are hatched. The Presi­ 
dential election will not take place till a year 
and four months from this time, and many cir­ 
cumstances may happen during that period 
to change the political prospect. 
The ap­ 
proaching 
elecUons 
in 
the fall of this 
year will both indicate and have an Important 
bearing upon the result. 
The action of Con­ 
gress during the next session may have great 
iufliienoe in deciding tbe qiiesUon one way or 
the other. Then the harmony or want of har­ 
mony in either or both the great parties 
and the character of the Presidential can­ 
didates may turn the scale. 
Besides, some 
accident may occur—some event like that of 
the New York riot—lo operate upon piibllo 
feeling and opinion. 
It is early, therefore, to 
make reliable calcnlationa; but as some of the 
newspapers are casting up the electoral vote 
from present appearances and the present po­ 
litical complexion of the different States, we 
shall look at tbe situation and prospect from 
our Independent standpoint. 
There are 317 electoral votes. A candidate 
must get 159 to be elected. 
If we Uke the 
States that are generally acknowledged to be 
democratic and those which were carried by 
the democrats at tbe last election as an indica­ 
tion of what the vote of the Electoral College 
may be, the result would be about as fol­

Supposing the two parties to hold their 
ground In the States put down as democratic 
and republican, the demócrata would have to 
draw six votes from the States set down as 
douhtJnl to elect a President. To carry Con­ 
necticut would accomplish that. New Jersey, 
which has generally been democratic, aud 
which there is a probability tbe democrats 
will secure again, would give one vote more 
titan wanted. Texas would secure the elec­ 
tion to that party under tbe circumstances we 
have assumed. Then there are the two great 
States of Pennsylvania and Ohio, which, to all 
appearances, wlil be debatable ground. Of 
course, either of these, even without Connecti­ 
cut, New Jersey and Texas, would give more 
votes than necessary to elect a democrat. 
In 
Lict, with either Ohio or Pennsylvania tbe 
democrats could afford to lose two or three of 
the smaller States set down In the democratic 
column, as New Hampshire, Florida and 
Arkan-sas, and still have votes to spare. But, 
supposing New York, which is now democratic 
throughout, should, through late events and 
ralsmntiagement, be revolutlonixed and go for 
the republican Presidential candidate, there 
would bo still Pennsylvania, Ohio, Connecti­ 
cut, New Jersey and Texas to fall back upon. 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey wonid make up 
for the loss of New York. Oblo, New Jersey 
and Connecticut, even with tbe loss both of 
New York and PennsylvRnia, would give the 
election to the democrats if the other States 
should stand as placed above. 
Tbe republicans will have to seonra sixly- 
fonr votes in addition to those of the Stales 
set down as positively for the party to elect their 
candidate. They would have to carry all the 
doubtful States. 
If they should lose even one 
of the emaller States, that is, either Connecti­ 
cut, New Jersey or Texas, and yet carry 
both Ohio and Petinsylvanls, with New York 
for the democrats, tbe democratic candidate 
would be elected. 
It the republicans should 
carry all three of the great States of New 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio there would be 
little probability of failure. 
Leaving New 
York out of tbe democratic column as we have 
given It, and turning over the doubtful States 
of Ohio and Pennsylvania to tbe republicans, 
tho democrats would lack tb'rly-nine votes. 
Admitting that they could carry the otbsr 
doiibtfttl States—namely, Canneotioiit, New 
Jersey. Texas and Nebraska, in »U twenty- 
two votes—they would still have to draw oeven- 
teen votes from tbe States ranged as republi­ 
can. Out of these the onlj three that seem 
barely possible for tbe democrats to gain are 
Maine, Mississippi and Louisiana, which to­ 
gether give twenty-one votes. 
From present 
appearances, then, tbe gain of either New 
York or Pennsylvania, with the other States 
classed as donhtflil, would give the repiibUcans 
the election. 
It is evident, therefore, (bat the battle 
ground will l»e in these two great central 
Slates. One may save the democracy; both 
would, In all probability, give them the elec­ 
tion, while the loss of both would, no doubt, 
give tlie eleclion to the republicans. There 
will be some change in the electoral vole after 
it shall l>e redistributed on tbe basis of the 
censu# of 1870, and the republican States may 
gain a few- votes, but the change as affecting 
the lelalive strength of the two parties will 
not be gre.it.

Issueo, the character of the candidatea and the 
current of public opinion. 
No one can say what may happen between 
tbe present time and the fall of 1872 to change 
or give new life to political issnoa ; but if tbcio 
should )m no great change and nothing to stir 
the public mind very mu?h the result of the 
Presidential contest will depend upon strictly 
party issues and the relative strength of 
parties. We do not expect lo see any enthu­ 
siasm. Neither the candidates nor the political 
issues laid dowu in party platforms are likely 
to arouse popular fervor. 
The candidates, 
then, will have to depend more upon local In- 
fliieuco, organized political machinery and 
calculations as to where the contest may 
hinge, than upon general popularity. 
It is 
probable that we may have a similar oontest 
to that of 185G, when the election was very 
close, and when, through the personal popu­ 
larity or iufluence of Mr. Buchanan in bis own 
BUte of Pennsylvania, together with the skilful 
management of the campaign, tbe issue was 
decided by a few hundred votes only. If the 
democrats can hold tbe State of New York 
they might, as waa said before, succeed with­ 
out Pennsylvania; but in view of recent events 
there may be some doubt of this State. 
They 
ought under any circumstances to look to 
Pennsylvania as the Keystone State, just as 
it was in 1856. They should concentrate most 
of their energies and means there, and begin 
early to do that. Tbe last Congressionul 
elections in Pennsylvania indicated that a 
revolution was taking place, and that tbe pros­ 
pect for tbe democrats was good. Approach­ 
ing local elections will show more clearly 
what may be expected in the future. We 
reflect only the political situation from our 
standpoint at present. The next few months 
or next year may present a different aspect of 
the Presidential question.

rather to delay such an event. Señor Labra 
suggests that slavery should be abolished, 
and that a policy based upon the democratic 
principles of the constitution of 1869 be pur­ 
sued toward the Spanish colonies in the West 
Indies.

Tho complaint that tbe policy of send­ 
ing soldiers to Cuba in driblets of five and six 
thousand men, when a force of thirty thousand 
was needed, was made use of to show that tbe 
subjugation of the rebellion was a mere ques­ 
tion of strength; but to prove bow impossible 
it is for the Spanish nation to send to Cuba a 
force such an is urged various answers might 
be adduced. 
Internal disssnsions, tbe strifes 
of parties, » beggared treasury and • 
limited army ali suggest tbe impossibility of 
the crushing of the Cuban insurrection by such 
a force as Sefior Labta advocates. The liberal 
measures which he proposes, snch as tbe 
abolition of slavery and the granting of liberal 
reforms to the islanders, were not heeded, and, 
indeed, the only decision arrived at was, if 
the Cubans desired peace they could have it 
by submission to tbe government. 
Should 
they continue to maintain hostility to Spain then 
tbe work of extermination should go on. 
Marshal Serrano had nothing better to suggest 
for a settlement than acknowledgment of 
Spanish supremacy or war and oxtermlnatloD. 
This, he said, was “our policy.’* 
Topete 
spoke in the same strain, and, indeed, through 
out tbe whole debate on tbe Cnban question it 
was evidenced that submission or extermination 
was the rule to be applied to the “Ever Faith­ 
ful Isle.’* Submission first and then reforms. 
The world knows wbal reforms conquerors 
grant to the conquered, and history fails to 
point out a single instance where Spanish 
magnanimity ever rose to set aside tbe general 
rule of a defeated people—rebels, if yon please, 
being treated other than conquered and humili­ 
ated, and coDoequently unworthy of recogni­ 
tion and undeserving of ooncestions.

The Ferry Ilorrer. 
Sixty-»lx kill'd and a hundred and fifty 
wouudoil is the latest return of casualties by 
the feri-j boat explosion of Sunday. The drags 
and the lines of the searcher» atler dead bodies 
are still at work about tbe neighborhood of the 
disaster, and the wounded are still atruggling 
between life and death In the hospitals, and 
what will be the ultimate aggregate of casual­ 
ties remains yet a question of time. As it is, 
however, the mortality by tliis single catas­ 
trophe has been uneqimlled by any railroad 
accident or steamboat explosion in the United 
States. It is a perfect holocaust, paralleled 
only by the foiirfal ravages of earthquakes and 
lire in South America, or the murderous deeds 
of contending factions in Paris. 
Our ferryboat system has always apparently 
been an excellent one. Few of the millions of 
passengers who pass yearly between this city 
and Brooklyn, Jers ey or Staten Island have 
felt any greater apprehension on the firm decks 
of tbe ferryboats than they would have felt in 
their own homes. A few minor accidents only 
have happened, one of which alone was con­ 
sidered of sufficient magnitude to call forth a 
breeze of public sentiment, and in that one— 
the collision of two Fulton ferryboats at tho 
New York ferry house two summers ago—only 
one person was killed and ten or twelve 
wounded. It has, in fact, been somewhat 
marvellous, considering the winter dangei-s of 
heavy ice, and the summer dangers of collision 
with passing steamers, and the ever present 
dangers of defective boilers, sleepy engineers 
and Incompetent pilots, that there have been 
so few accidents. But the present oatastroph o, 
happening as it has on one of the stanchest 
boats of a comi>any that was supposed to be 
unnsaally liberal and careful, and on a line 
where there is an immense passenger traffic 
daily, Is enough to unnerve all the suburban 
residents, and to create in their minds an im­ 
pression that they are treading dally upon a 
volcano that may open up and destroy them 
at any moment. Tbe Westfield horror, there­ 
fore, calls for a more rigid and impartial tn- 
vestigalioD than is usually accorded these ac­ 
cidents, not only on account of the widespread 
desolation that it has heaped upon our own 
citizens and the citizens of our neoi-est sub­ 
urbs, but in jnstica to tbe immense masses of 
our population that are compelled to trust 
themselves to a similar danger upon any 
ferryboat that plies tbe E ist or North River 
or the waters of the bay. 
There appears to be no doubt as to several 
points which will be brought up at the investi­ 
gation. The boiler was nine years in service,. 
it was patched in at least one place where it 
had been defective, and the pieces of it yet 
remaining on the boat show it to have been 
corroded and worn away to a mere shell of 
iron. 
And yet this boiler was overhauled 
last year and passed the examination of the 
United States Inspector only last June. It is 
assorted that the engineer was away from the 
engine for fifteen minutes, when he should 
not have been away at all { and if it can be 
shown that through his negligence or his pro­ 
longed absence tbe pressure of steam upon 
this brittle boiler had risen beyond the twenty- 
five pounds allowed by the United States In­ 
spector, and that the pressure was at least 
that much, there can be no donbt—he m 
divide tbe weighty responsibility of this dis­ 
aster with tbe United States Inspector, who 
permitted such a mere eggshell of a boiler to 
receive bis certificate at all. 
One of the theories of defence advanced by 
a deputy of Mr. Matthews, the Inspector, is 
that it is not the duty of United States inspec­ 
tors to pass upon the trustworthiness of local 
steamers, such os ferryboats and excursion 
steamers. Tho law of February last and tho 
new regnlations just issued by the Secretary 
of the Treasury show very differently, how­ 
ever, and this defence is too weak to stand. 
Whether it was his duty or not, the United 
States Inspector certainly passed upon this 
boiler. Mr. Matthews own defence is better, 
for he boldly adheres to it that the boiler is a 
good one, even above tbe average, and that 
he gave it a thorough inspection. Secretary 
Boutwell has ordered the Board of Super 
vising Inspectors to make a thorough investi­ 
gation into the action of Mr. Matthews, how­ 
ever, and his guilt or Innocence in tho matter 
will soon be clearly established. 


The Fhelera. 
Our special despatch from Ijondon brings 
tbe alarming news that the cholera, which 
had been lingering in Russia for the last 
two years, has now assnmed a more viru 
lent form and extended its ravages to 
tbe Baltic ports, passing even beyond the 
Russian frontier 
into 
Germany. 
It has 
carried off a large number of victims in 
Poland, and 
threatens 
all 
Eastern and 
Western Europe with death aud desolation. 
The Russian government has vainly tried 
to subdue the disease | even its attempt 
to keep the ravages of the cholera concealed, 
with a view, perhaps, of quieting nlarm, has 
also been a failure, for the horrible scourge has 
annonnced itseir, fanning death as it went on its 
dark oonroe. 
England is alarmed at the danger of being in­ 
vaded by this grim foe of human kind. Meat 
urea of preooution have been taken. 
The 
British government hoe issued severe regula­ 
tions regarding veosels arriving from tbe Bal­ 
tic ports. 
Already caaes of cholera have appeared In 
Hull, whither they hod been brought by 
emigranta from the North of Germany en 
rmU for America. 
This ioet news is 
tbe most 
alarming 
of oil, because 
it 
biingt 
the 
danger 
borne 
direct 
to 
iw. Loads of cholera-stricken emigrants are 
probably even now on tbeir way to tiiia 
country. It behooves our antborilies to take 
timely warning to be on the alert. 
I^et them 
be well prepared to grapple with this foe ere 
it. can plant its clutches upon our abores. 
Wa also recommend to our government lo 
instruct ail United States 
represenUti 
abroad, but chiefly tliooc In Russia and Poland, 
to make carefiil inquiries and report about the 
progress of tbe disease. Thus by being fore­ 
warned we shall be able to forestall it.

The proposed motion was tbe great subject of 
conversation yesterday throughout Loudon.

newspapers 
discussed 
tho 
question and spoke of the prospective success 
or failure of the measure. If the Lords calcu­ 
lated on success they must have been wo- 
ftilly disappointed. Tliey met defeat on tbe 
floor of their own House. The Duke of Rich­ 
mond introduced the motion of censure of the 
Queen's message, and denounced the act as an 
unwarrantable ministerial resorL He had a out 
at the Washington Treaty also, which instru­ 
ment evidently does not suit him. The Duke was 
strongly supported by the Marquis of Salisbiuy, 
Lord Penzance, Earls Russell and Derby, and 
Lord Cairns. 
Earl Granville defended the 
course puwued by the government, and was 
supported by the Duke of Argyll, who 
stigmatized

attack 
on 
the 
gov- 
ernment 
as 
narrow-minded 
and 
par­ 
tisan. 
After Lord Cairna concluded his 
speech, which was lengthy and bitter, a vote 
was taken, resulting in the defeat of tbe cen- 
siirers by a majority of eighty in favor of the 
government. 
Premier Gladstone has every 
son to feel proud of this triumph, for it not 
only vindicates the dignity of tbe House of 
Commons, but it sustains his action in the 
step be has t«ken towards the reorganization 
of the army on a comprehensive' ami popular 
basis. 
Tlie abolition of oomnii.ssion selling in tbe 
British army is an important concession to the 
people. As such it will contribute largely to 
the popularity of Mr. Gladstone. But this is 
one of those instances in which the people are 
influenced much more by tbe shadow than the 
substance. At flrst sight it seems mean and un­ 
wise to sell military rank and authority for 
money, but there is scarcely any other system 
to which England is more indebted for her 
glory. 
To those who only look at the sui faco of 
things this will seem a paradox, if not an argu­ 
ment against popular government; but it is 
neither one nor the otiier. Before we glance 
at the experience of tbe greatest military na­ 
tions as to tho influence of money or its equiva- 
lent on its army, let us turn for a moment to 
our own recent war. MTho will find fuiiU wiih 
the system which enabled those who bad the 
means and tbe will to raise troops of soldiers 
and take command of tben? 
Is it not true 
that by no other means has more been done for 
the salvation of the republic? 
But it was exactly on the same principie 
the English Iiablt of selling cotnmisaious 
originated. 
When a standing army was 
established It was found inconvenient to allow 
)>rivale individuals to raise troops on their 
own account; bat as a substilnte for men 
money was accepted by government. That is, 
the man who paid bis money got a command, 
the same as if be had raised and equipped a 
certain number of soldiers. 
The chief differ­ 
ence was this, that while under the old system 
one was allowed to command as large a body 
os he raised, fnim a company to a battalion, 
under tbe new system he could only command 
tbe smallest number committed to the charge 
of a commissioned officer. In other words, 
one could make himself a captain, a colonel or 
a brigadier general by tbe old plan, according 
as he possessed more or less money and was 
disposed to spend it In that way; whereas, 
nnder tbe new plan, no matter what money be 
had and was willing to give, he should first be 
content with being an ensign, which Is the 
lowest grade of a commissioned officer in tho 
British army—that corresponding with the 
grade of a second lieutenant in the American 
army. It is (rue that the ensign could piir- 
chase a lieutenancy, the lieutenant, tbe next 
gradf, Ac.; but not without an examination as 
to his fitness before a military board con­ 
stituted for that purpose. Now tho question 
is whether it be more demooratio or more in 
accordance with the principie of equal rights 
for one to be able to make himsulf major, 
colonel or even general at once by means 
of his money and bis jnflnencs than lo be 
unable, no matter what money and Influence 
be has, to obtain any higher command at the 
outoet than that of an ensign or sub-llen- 
teunt? But tbe best teat of any system is 
the result which it has produced. So far as 
history tnforms ns tbe Brltlah Parliament flrst 
legalised the sale of comailaaioos in tbe time 
of Edward tbe Black Prinee. The victor of 
Orecy and Poitiers was so well pleased with 
the accessions made to his army by the pur. 
chose sjitem that he wrote from tbe field of 
battle In France to his miniiters in London, 
nrgtftf them to extend it aa much as they 
thought would be at all prudent In view of 
its probable moral effect on the Eagllsh p’o- 
pie at large. In compliance with Ihle intima­ 
tion a largo army was raised by contract, tbe 
contmotors being men of high rank and 
influeooe as well as wealth. 
“This part of 
Edward's military system,” says Ilallani, in 
his ‘ View of the Middle Ages, ’ “was proba­ 
bly a leading cause of his superiority over 
the French." Under no other system could 
England boast suoh glorious achievements as 
leading two kings captive to tbe same court; 
and this is one of the chief roasons wliy 
statesmen almost as great and liberal as Mr. 
Gladstone have persistently refused to abolish 
tlie sale of commissions. 
There is, however, another view lo be taken 
of tbe qiieslioD. One may be an excellent 
statesman and yet be a vi-ry Indifferent judge 
as to what is necessary lo constitute an effi­ 
cient army. Were it otherwise, it I» by no 
means certain that the statesman’s views or 
theories would t>e aoi'eptable to the army. 
Montosouieu tells us that it is qlways ihs

In the flrst Punic war the wealthy Romans 
raised troops and took tho command of them, 
pretty much as was done in our own country 
during tho late rebellion. 
For a considerable 
time the Carthagonlans seemed to have the 
upper hand, and the rest of the world exalted 
at what they regarded as tbe approaching fall 
Rome; but, as in our own case, the world 
was disappointed In due time. 
In the second 
Punic war those of the rich who were ambi­ 
tious of military glory, paid money into 
the treasury instead of raising troops, and 
a great improvement was the result. This 
is all the more worthy of attention from ths 
fact that the pay of the soldiers was one-sixth 
less in the second Piinic war than it was in tha 
first—that is, their six ounces of copper wers 
diminished to five ounces. But this did not 
retard the final destmctlon of Carthage for a 
single day, although wise statesmen bad pre­ 
dicted a very different state of things as mors 
than likely to result from tho changes 
alluded to. 
But the new plan was that of Solpio Afri­ 
canas and his generals. True, Marios and 
Caesar entertained the same views. None waa 
more liberal than the conqueror of tbe Gauls— 
none more beloved by his soldiers; yet ho was 
always opposed to raising tho pay of the rank 
and file. He preferred to give them both land 
and money after their retirement from the ser­ 
vice. It is to the philosophy of this thal 
Horace alludes in one of Lis finest odes to 
Augustus, when he asks, Is it in proportion 
to tbe weight of mon<'y he receives, the soldjier 
fights'?

Now, if it be romombored that Edward tho 
Black Prince, Cromwell, William III. and 
Wellington were each very much of the opinion 
of Ciesar, Marius and Soipio as to tho best 
mode of raising, commanding and paying 
troops, it will not be so clear that tbe recent 
achievement of Mr. Gladstone Is a very great 
one after all. True, the British Premier may 
find a cogent argument in tbe plan of the First 
Napoleon, who, It must be admitted, was 
tbe greatest conqueror of modern times.

the sale of commissions i on the contrary/ 
he declared merit the sole claim to rank and 
command in the army. At the same time any 
one possessed of ordinary courage together with 
a thousand francs conld secure a commission 
in the French army without much troubled 
Tills the Eropnror admitted at St. Helena. 
His remark to Surgeon 0 ’.Mcara was—“Thera 
was still room enough for those who disUn* 
guiahed thoniselvos; besides, the fact that a 
man is willing to pay a certain amount in 
order to become a sub- lientenaut U evidence 
that he has a taste for a military Ufe.” So 
thonght, also, Frederick the Great, Charles X., 
and Wallenstein; and tbeir views have received 
the assent of Grotius and Puffendorf. 
It Is idle to deny that there are sound rea­ 
sons for this. 
While It is undoubtedly tmo, 
as we have said, that it looks shabby, and 
seems demoralizing to dispose of cummieeions 
as if they were bales of cotton or boxes of 
opium, it may well be asked whether it is not 
at least equally so to place the commissions in 
the hands of the politicians.

When the crew of a einklnc 
vessel takes to tbe boats many of tbe latter 
are often swamped from went of men to 
manage them. With the proposed Improvv- 
ment of recent English experimenters eecls 
boat can be worked by at most three men. 
The oonstruoUon of the new invention Is 
very simple. The only propeller that can bw 
appUed Is the hydraulic propeller, as Ito 
turbine, being encloeed, all risk of fouling 
pieces of wreck and weed Is thereby avoided. 
To attempt to rtse a lifeboat with a iorew or 
paddle wonld be at imminent risk of disaster.

Dnring last -n-eefc General A. B. Dyer, Chief ot 


Ordnance, and General Cailender, in charge of the 
•Washington Arsenal, made a thorough, investiga- 
tion of tje condition of the laboratory at the tune of 
the terrible explosion, on the morning or the 22d 
lost. There were nine barrels or gunpowder In tne 
building, which was being nsed tn mating cannon 
rnses for tae artillery at Fortress Monroe and Fort 
JttcHenry. There was, no-wever, abonc the building

The only conclusion tne 
officers could come to as to the cause of tae nre 
was spontaneous combustion, bnt as every precau- 
tion was taken in disposing of dangerous chemi- 
cals it was difficult to determine in what way com- 
bustion eonld nave tasen place. It la remembered 
now however, that the evening preceding the acci- 
dent was remarkable for the phenomena visible at 
this point. Half an hear before sundown a brilliant 
rainbow spanned tne Heavens, ttte reflection ol 
which produced a second scarcely lees distinct 
tnan tne object itself. Beyond toe ralnboir, loot- 
ing east, waa a cloudless sKy tinged with gold. 
The declining snn she-1 a Hood ot light upon 
tne Capitol, 
wQUc Pennsylvania avenue was 


almost blacK with darkness. All along the avenap, 
irom the Capitol to Fifteenth street, were Hundreds 
of persons enjoy ing the scene, and it waa observed 
that even at a distance ot a mils from the bnlldins 
the peculiar bronze coloring of the Goddess of 
Liberty surmounting the dome was distinctly shown. 
At night the aurora borealls illumined the Heavens. 
Tne presence of so much electricity in the atmoa- 
pnere led many to snpDQse that u nad nad some 
effect upon certain chemicals nsed at the Arsenal 
and cansed fire to be generated near tne powder 
magazine in the ouilding. General Callenuer, unable* 
to assign a cause, addressed the Secretary of \Var, 
asking tnat a court of rnq.niry might be convened to 
ascertain the true condition o: affairs at the Arsenal. 
General BelSnap, however, has declined doing this, 
belog tally satisfied tnat no one is responsible 
for the disaster. 
Colonel Benton, in command, 


of the Spnngfleld Arsenal, Massacnuseits, has, in 
response to a-letter Irom General Dyer, given hta 
theory of the cause of the explosion. He sars that 
the paste used in tne manufacture of cartridges at- 
tracts hordes ol rats, and m scampering about tho 
laboratory ignitable chemicals may have bean 
tnrown together and the lire causing the explosioa 
made In that way. That has always been his theory 
ot the cause or the explosion here In July, 1803, when 
over forty persons were Killed. A careful survey of 
tne damage done sbows that it will uot exceed ono 
hundred thousand dollars. Most of the material 
cousumua was old and unserviceable.

Captain John McGewan, commanding tne revenue 


cntter Northerner, called at the HBEAID office ves- 
terday morning and desired us to give the following 
facts In regard to the movement* of his vessel on 
Sunday:— 


The cntter had Jnst returned froin a cruise at sea, 


and the first intimation those on board had of the 
terrible disaster which had occurred at tne Battery 
was obtained from Mr. Theodore Tiltori, who came 
011 board tne vessel at Stapleton landing at a quar- 
ter past five o'ciocS in the afternoon. Ihe vessel 
Immediately steamed up to the city and made fast 
to pier Ho. 3 North River, at.six i'. M. At the sag- 
cestioaof Mr. Lanin, tne Naval Officer of tne port, 
the Northerner cast off and steameU to the scene at 
half-past six e. M., altnongn Captain McGowan 
was convinced that they had arrived too late to ren- 
der any assistance. 
Arriving there, two boats, each under command or 
an oflicer, were lowered and despatched- on shore, 
with orders to render what aia was in their power. 
Mr. Lamn, who had vemainea on the jTortherner, 
went in one of these bom, but ne soon came bac£, 
satisfied of the inutiucy of tnelr remaining, as, 
owing to the late auur at whteh they Bad arrived, no 
wort could be done or lives saved. 
The revenue cutter Jasmine rendered service, and 
the revenue cutter L'no, captain Farier counaand- 
ina, -which, wasjuat starting to board a vessel at the 
time, threw some rapes overboard, and by that 
means saved several lives.

The Airmer, over-sanguine, make out 
a cleir majority of the electoral votes for tlie 
democratic candidate over the rotes both of 
iue SUtes that are admitted to be republican 
and those that are called doubtful. The latter 
claim a larger rote from decided republican 
SUtes than tbe democrats can count, with 
more than an erea chanca of carrying tho 
doubtful States. This, to nss a familiar collo- 
quial expression, ia certainly reckoning the 
chickens bsfore they are hatched. The Presi- 
dential election will not take place till a year 
and four mouths from this time, and many cir- 
cumstances may happea during that perioi 
to change tbe politic.il prospect. 
The ap- 


proaeMnj elections 
in 
the fall of this 


year will both indicate and hare an itnportaul 
bearing upoa the result. The action of Con- 
gress during the noxt session, may have grea' 
influence in deciding the question one way or 
the other. Then the harmony or want of har- 
moay in either or both the great parties 
and the character of the Presidential can, 
didates may turn tho scale. Besides, some 
accident miy occur—some erent like that o: 
the New Yoik riot—to operate upon public 
feeling and opinion. It is early, therefore, to 
make reliable calculations; but as some of the 
newspapers are casting up the electoral vote 
from present appearances and the present po- 
litical complexion of the different States, we 
shall look at tho situation and prospect from 
our independent standpoint 


There are 817 electoral rotes. A candidate,, 


must get 159 to ba elected. If we take tha 
States that are generally acknowledged to be 
democratic and those which were Carried by

Supposing the two parties to hold their 


ground in the States put down aa democratic 
and republican, the democrats would have to 
draw six rotes from tie Statea set down as 
doubtful to elect a President. To carry Con- 
necticut would accomplish that. New Jersey, 
which has generally been democratic, aad 
which there is a probability the democrats 
will secure again, would give one rote more 
than wanted. Texas would secure the elec- 


n to that party under the circumstances we 


dave assumed. Tb.en thsre are the two great 
States of Pennsylvania and Ohio, which, to all 
appearanses, will bo debatable ground. Of 
course, either of these, even without Connecti- 
cut, New Jereay and Texas, would give more 
votes than necassary to elect a democrat. 
In 


fact, with either Oiio or Pennsylvania tho 
democrats could afford to lose two or thrse of 
the smaller States set down in the democratic 
column, as New Hampshire, Florida and 
Arkansas, and still have rotes to spare. But, 
supposing New York, which is now democratic 
throughout, should, through late o vent 9 and 
mismanagement, bo rerolntioaized and go for 
the republican Presidential candidate, there 
would be still Pennsylvania, Ohio, Connecti- 
cut, New Jersey and Texas to fall back upon. 
'ennsylvania and New Jersey would make up 
'or the loas of New York. 
Obio, New Jersey 


nnd Connecticut, even with the loss both of 
Sew York and Pennsylvania, would give the 
election to the democrats if the other States 
should stand as placed above. 


The republicans will have to secure sixfy- 


four votes in addition to those of the States 
net Qowo «« positively for tne party to elect tneir* 
candidate. 
They would have to carry all the 


doubtful States. 
If they should lose even ono 


of the smaller States, that is, either Connecti- 
cut, New Jersey or Texas, nnd yet oirry 
both Ohio and Pennsylvania, witiT~Sfetr York 
for the democrats, the democratic candidate 
would be elected. If the republicans should 
carry all three of the great States of New 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio there would be 
little probability of failure. 
Leaving New 


York out of the democratic column as wo have 
ivcn it, and turning over tlie doubtful States 


Of Oliio and Pennsylvania to the republicans, 
the democrats would lack thirly-nine votes. 
Admitting that they could carry the other 
doubtful States— namely, Connecticut, New 
Jersey, Texas and Nebraska, In all twenty - 
,wo votes — they would still have to draw seven- 
teen votes from the Statea mngad as republi- 
can. Out of these the only three that seem 
barely possible for the democrats to gain are 
ifaine, Mississippi and Louisiana, which to- 
gether giro twenty-one rotes. 
From present 


appearances, then, the gain of either New 
York or Pennsylvania, with the other States 
classed as donbtful, would give the republicans 
:he election. 


It is evident, therefore, that the battle 


[round will be in thuse two great central 
States. One may save tbe democracy ; both 
would, in all probability, give them the elec- 
,ion, while the lose ot both would, no doubt, 
rive the election to the republicans. 
There 


will be some change in the electoral vote after 
t shall be redistributed on the basis of the 
census of 1870, and the republican Statea may 
fain a few votes, but tbe change as affecting 
.he relative strength of tbe two parlies will 
not ba great. It may bo said that the fall 
)Opular vote, which is generally brought out 
n a Presidential election, was not brought out 
n the State elections of lato for members of 
iongrpss or local officers, and that the suc- 
cesses of the democrat* do not show what the 
volo will be in 1872. 
This is a favorite argu- 


ment of the republicans when they aro beaten, 
but It is not logical. The democrats may gain 
aa much as tho republicans when a full vote Is 
^brought out. All deo«nd» upon popular 


issues, the character of the candidates an J the 
current of public opinion. 


No one can gay what may happen between 


the present time and the fall of 1872 to change 
or giro new life to political issnes ; but if there 
should be no great change nnd nothing to stir 
tbe public mind very mush the result of the 
Presidential contest will depend upon strictly 
party issues and the relative strength of 
parties. "We do not expect to see any enthu- 
siasm. Neither the candidates nor the political 
issues laid down in party platforms are likely 
to arouse popular fervor. 
The candidates, 


then, will have to depend more upon local in- 
fluence, organized political machinery and 
calculations as to whera the contest may 
hinge, than upon general popularity. 
It is 


probable that we may have a similar contest 
to that of 1856, when tbe election was very 
close, and when, through the personal popu- 
larify or influence of Mr. Buchanan in his own 
State of Pennsylrania, together with the skilful 
management of tbe campaign, the issue was 
decided by a _few hundred rotes only. If the 
democrats can hold the State of New York 
they might, as was said before, succeed with- 
out Pennsylvania; but in view of recent events 
there may be some doubt of this State. They 
onsht under any circumstances to look to 
Pennsylrania as tho Keystone State, just as 
it was in 1S56. They should concentrate most 
of their energies and means there, and begin 
early to do that. The last Congressional 
elections in Pennsylvania indicated that a 
revolution was taking place, and that the pros- 
pect for the democrats was good. 
Approach- 


ing local elections will show more clearly 
what may be expected in the future. We 
reflect only the political situation from our 
standpoint at present 
The next few months 


br next year may present a different aspect of 
the Presidential question.

The Ferry Horror. 


S;x(y-six killed and a hundred and fifty 


wounded is the latest return of casualties by 
the ferryboat explosion of Sunday. 
Tbe draga 


and the lines of tbe searchers after dead bodies 
are still at work abont the neighborhood of the 
disaster, and the wounded are still struggling 
between life and death in the hospitals, and 
what will be the ultimate aggregate of casual- 
ties remains yet a question of time. As it is, 
however, the mortality by this single catas- 
trophe has been unequalled by any railroad 
accident or steamboat explosion in the United 
States. It is a perfect holocaust, paralleled 
only by the fearful ravages of earthquakes and 
fire in South America, or the murderous deeds 
of contending factions in, Paris. 


Our ferryboat system has always apparently 


bsea an excellent one. Few of the millions of 
passengers who pass yearly between this city 
and Brooklyn, Jersey or Staten Island hare 
felt tny greater apprehension on the firm decks 
of the ferryboats than they would bare felt in 
their own homes. A few minor accidents only 
have happened, one of which alone was con- 
sidered of sufficient magnitude to call forth a 
breeze of public sentiment, and in that one— 
the collision of two l?ulton ferryboats at the 
New York ferry house two summers ago—only 
one person was killed and ten or twelve 
wounded. It has, iu fact, been somewhat 
marvellous, considering the winter dangers of 
heavy ice, and the summer dangers of collision 
with passing steamers, and the ever present 
dangers of defective boilers, sleepy engineers 
and incompetent pilots, that there have been 
so few accidents. But tha present catastrophe, 
happening as it has on one of the stancbest 
boats of a company that was supposed to be 
unusually liberal and careful, and on a line 
where there is an immense passenger traffic 
daily, is enough to unnerve all the suburban 
residents, and to create in their minds an im- 
pression that they are treading daily upon a 
volcano that may open up and destroy them 
at any moment. The Westfleld horror, there- 
fore, calls for a more rigid and impartial in- 
vestigation than is usually accorded these ac- 
cidents, not only oa account of the widespread 
desolation that it has heaped upon our own 
citizens and the citizens of our nearest sub- 
urbs, but in justice to the immense masses of 
our population that are compelled to trust 
themselves to a similar danger upon any 
ferryboat that plies the Bast or North River 
or the waters of the bay. 


There appears to be no doubt as to several 


points which will be brought up at the inresti- 
gation. The boiler was nine years in service, 
it was patched in at least one place where it 
had been defective, and the pieces of it yet 
remaining on the boat show it to have been 
corroded and worn away to a mere shell of 
iron. 
And yet this boiler was overhauled 


last year and passed the examination of the 
United States Inspector only last June. It ia 
asserted that the engineer was away from the 
engine for fifteen minutes, when he should 
not hare been away at all; and if it can be 
shown that through his negligence or his pro- 
longed absence tbe pressure of steam upon 
this brittle boiler had risen beyond the twenty- 
five pounds allowed by the United States In- 
spector, and that the pressure was at least 
that much, there can be no donbt—he must 
d.vide tbe weighty responsibility of this dis- 
aster with the United States Inspector, who 
permitted such a mere eggshell of a boiler to 
receive his certificate at all. 


One of the theories of defence advanced by 


a deputy of Mr. Matthews, the Inspector, is 
that it is not the duty of United States inspec- 
tors to pass upon the trustworthiness of local 
steamers, such as ferryboats and excursion 
steamers. The law of February last and the 
new regulations just issued by the Secretary 
of the Treasury show very differently, how- 
ever, and this defence is too weak to stand. 
Whether it was his duty or not, the United 
States Inspector certainly passad upon thia 
boiler. Mr. Matthews own defence is better, 
for he boldly adheres to it that tho boiler is a 
good one, even abare the average, and that 
he gave it a thorough inspection. Secretary 
Boutwell has ordered the Board of Super- 
rising Inspectors to mako a thorough Investi- 
gation into the action of Mr. Matthews, how- 
ever, and his guilt or innocence iu the matter 
will soon be clearly established. 


Tbe Cbolera. 


Our special despatch from London brings 


the alarming news that the cholera, which 
had been lingering in Russia for tho last 
two years, has now assumed a more rim- 
lent form and extended its ravages 
to 


the Baltic ports, passing eren beyond the 
Russian frontier 
into 
Germany. 
It has 


carried off a large number of victims in 
Poland, and 
threatens 
all 
Eastern and 


Western Europe with death and desolation. 
Tho Russian gorernment has vainly tried 
to subdue the disease; even its attempt 
to keep the ravages of the cholera concealed, 
with a view, perhaps, of quieting alarm, has 
also been a failure, for the horrible scourge has 
announced itself, fanning death as it went on its 
dark course. 


England is alarmed at the danger of being in- 


vaded by this grim foe of human- kind. Meas- 
ures of precaution have boon taken. 
The 


British gorernment has issued severe regula- 
tions regarding vessels arriving from the Bal- 
tio ports. 


Already cases of cholera have appeared in 


Hull, whither they had been brought by 
emigrants from the North of Germany en 
routs for America. 
This lost news is 


the most 
alarming 
of all, because 
it 


brings 
the 
danger 
home 
direct 
to 


us. Loads of cholera-stricken emigrants are 
probably eren now on their way to this 
country. It behooves our authorities to take 
timely warning to be on the alert. 
Lot them 


be well prepared to grapple with this foe ere 
it can plant its clutches upon, our shores. 


We aUo recommend to oar government to 


instruct all United States 
representatives 


abroad, but chiefly those In Russia and Poland, 
to laako careful inquiries and report about liio 
progress of the disease. Tims by being fore- 
warned we jlmll be able to forestall it.

system created a storm among the noble lorda 
which culminated last night iu the introduc- 
tion of a motion in the upper House to cen- 
sure the government for the course it pursued. 
The proposed motion was the great subject of 
conversation yesterday throughout London. 
The 
different 
newspapers discussed 
tho 


question and spoke of the prospective success 
or failure of the measure. If the Lords calcu- 
lated oa success they must have bsen wo- 
fully disappointed. They met defeat oa the 
floor of their own House. Tue Duke of Rich- 
mond introduced the motion of censure of the 
Queen's message, and denounced the act as an 
unwarrantable ministerial resort. He had a cut 
at the Washington Treaty also, which instru- 
ment evidently does not suit him. The Duke was 
strongly supported by the Marquis of Salisbury, 
Lord Penzance, Earls Russell and Derby, and 
Lord Cairns. Earl Granrille defended the 
course pursued by the government, and was 
supported by the Dtike of Argyll, who 
stigmatized 
the 
attack 
on 
the gor- 


ernment 
as 
narrow-minded 
and par- 


tisan. 
After Lord Cairns concluded his 


speech, which was lengthy and bilter, a rote 
was taken, resulting in the defeat of the cen- 
surers by a majority of eighty in faror of the 
governmsnt. 
Premier Gladstone has every 


reason to feel proud of this triumph, for it not 
only vindicates the dignity of the House of 
Commons, but it sustains his action in the 
step he has taken, towards the reorganization 
of the army on a comprehensive and popular 
basis. 


The abolition of commission selling in the 


British army is an important concession to the 
people. As such it will contribute largely to 
the popularity of Mr. Gladstone. But thia is 
one of those instances in R-liich the people are 
influenced much more by the shadow than the 
substance. At first s;ght it seems mean and un- 
wise to sell military rank and authority for 
money, but there is scarcely any oth-^r system 
to which England is more indebted for her 
glory. 


To those wbo only look at the surface of 


things this will seem a paradox, if not an art;u- 
tnent against popular gorerament; but it is 
neither one nor the other. Before we glance 
at the experience of the greatest military na- 
tions as to the influence of money or its equiva- 
lent oa its army, let us turn for a moment to 
our own recent war. Who will find fault with 
the system which enabled those who had the 
means arid the will to raise troops of soldiers 
and take command of them ? 
Is it not true 


that by no other means has more been done for 
the salvation of the republic? 


But it was exactly ou the satne principle 


the English habit of selling commissions 
originated. 
When a standing army was 


established it was found inconvenient to allow 
private individuals to raiae troops on their 
own account; but as a substitute for men 
money was accepted by government. That i8, 
the man. who paid his money got a command, 
the same as if ho had raised and equipped a 
certain number of soldiers. 
The chief differ- 


ence was this, that while under the old system 
one was allowed to command as large a body 
as he raised, from a company to a battalion, 
under the new system he could only command 
the smallest number committed to the charge 
of a commissioned officer. 
In other words, 


one could make himself a captain, a colonel or 
a brigadier general by the old plan, according 
as he possessed more or less money and was 
disposed to spend it in that way; whereas, 
under the new plan, no matter what money he 
liud and was willing to give, he should first be 
content with being an enaign, which is the 
lowest grade of a «ornmissioned officer in the 
British army—that corresponding wjtjj the 
grade of a second lieutenant in the American 
army. It is truo that the ensign could pur- 
chase a lieutenancy, the lieutenant, the next 
grade, &c.; but not without an examination as 
to his fttae'53 before a military board con- 
stituted for that pnrpofle. 
Now the question 


is whether it be more democratic or more in 
accordance with the principle of equal rights 
for one to be able to make himself major, 
colonel or even general at onco by moans 
of his money and his .influence than to be 
nnable, no matter what money and influence 
be has, to obtain any higher command ul the 
outset than that of an ensign or sub-lieu- 
tenant? But Hie best test of any system is 
tho result which it has produced. So (ar as 
history informs us the British Parliament first 
legalized the sale of commissions in the time 
of Edward the Black Prince. 
The rictor of 


Cracy and Poitiers was so well pleased with 
tho accessions made to his army r>y the pur- 
chase system that ho wrote from the field of 
battle in France to his ministers in London, 
urging them to extend it as much as they 
thought would be at all prudent in now of 
its probable moral effect on the English paa- 
pie at large. Ia compliance with this intima- 
tion a large army was raised by contract, tho 
contractors being men of high rank and 
influence as well as wealth. "This part of 
Edward's military system," snys Hallam, ia 
his "-View of the Middle Ages,' "was proba- 
bly a leading eause of his superiority over 
the French." Under no other system could 
England boast such glorious nchiarexuenta as 
leading two tings captive to the siune court j 
aod this is one of tho chief reason* why 
statesmen almost as groat wid liberal OB Mr. 
Gladstone have persist/Mit'-jy ref<iflCd.,TO abolish 
tho sale of commissions. 


There is, howercr, anothor^'vicw to be taVpn 


of the question. On« may bo an excellent 
statesman and yel be » very Indifferent, judge 
a» to what, is necessary to constitute /»in cffl- 
cif-nt army.

moans certain that the statesman'^ views or 
theories would bo acceptable <o tho army.

laughed at the Athenian Senate because 11* 
annually nominated ten generals, any of whom 
might ba invested with the supreme command 
of the armies of tho republic. "How fortu- 
nate the Athenians are," ha exclaims, sarcas- 
tically, "in having always raidy so many 
great chieftains, while I can fiud no general 
but Parmenio. 


In the first Ptinio war the wealthy Romans 


raissd troops aad took the command of them, 
pretty much as was done in our own country 
during the lats rebellion. For a considerable 
time tba CartQa'jenians sesmed to have tha 
upper hand, aad the rest of tbe world exalted 
at what they regarded as the approaching fall 
of Rome; but, as in our own cise, tha world 
was disappointed ia due time. In tho second 
Punic war those of the visa who were ambi- 
tious of military glory, paid money into 
the treasury instead of raising troops, and 
a great Improvement was the result. Thii 
is all the more worthy of attention from th« 
fact that the pay of the soldiers was one-sixth 
less in the second Punic war than it was in tha 
first—that is, their six ounces of copper were 
diminished to fire ounces. But this did not 
retard the final destruction of Carthage for a 
single day, although wiss statesmen had pre- 
dicted a rery different state of things as mor* 
than likely to result from tlia ehangea 
alluded to. 


But the new plan was that of Scipio Afri- 


canus and his generals. Trus, Marins and 
Ca;sar entertained the same views. None wa» 
more liberal than tbe coaqasror of the Ganls— 
none more bslored by his soldiers; yet he was 
always opposed to raising the pay of the rani 
and file. He preferred to gire them both land 
and money after tbeir retirement from the ser- 
rice. It is to the philosophy of this that 
Horace alludes in one of hia finest odes to 
Augustus, when he asks, Is it in proportion 
to the weight of money he receives, the soldier 
fights?

Now, if it be remembered tbat Edward th« 


Black Prince, Cromwell, William III. and 
Wellington were each very much of the opinion 
of Cffisar, Marias and Scipio as to the best 
mode of raising, commanding and paying 
troops, it will not be so clear that the recent 
achievement of Mr. Gladstone is a very great 
one after all. True, tha British Premier may 
find a cogent argument in the plan of the First 
Napoleon, who, it mast be admitted, wa» 
the greatest conqueror of modern times. 
Napoleon 
did 
not, 
indeed, 
insert 
in 


his 
famous 
code 
a 
clause 
legalizing 


the sale of commissions: on the contrary, 
he declared merit the Bole claim to rank and 
command in the army. At the same time any 
one possessed of ordinary courage together will* 
a thousand francs could secure a commission 
iu the French army without much trouble. 
This tha Emperor admitted at St. Helena. 
His remark to Surgeon O'Meara was—"Thera 
was still room enough for those who distin- 
guished themselves ; besides, the fact that & 
man is willing to pay a certain amount ttt 
order to become a sub-lieutenant is evidence 
that he has a taste for a military life." So 
thought, also, Frederick tbe Great, Charles X., 
and Wallenstein; and their views have received 
tho assent of Grotius and Puffendorf. 


It is idle to deny that there aro sound rea- 


sons for this. 
While it is undoubtedly trne, 


as we hare said, that it looks shabby, and. 
seems demoralizine to dispose of commission* 
as if they were bales of cotton or boxes of 
opium, it may well be asked whether it is not 
nt least equally so to place the commissions in 
the hands of the politicians. 
And that thia ia 


the alternative of Mr. Gladstone's "new 
departure" is beyond question. Under the oI4 
system any one successful in honest business 
had it in his power to secure a commission in. 
the army for his son if such was his tasto, no> 
matter what wera his politics ; under the new 
system, in order to accomplish the same endi, 
be must render himself agreeable to the poli- 
ticians. What the country is likely to gain bjr 
the change may ba inferred from our own 
experience as to the morality and fidelity ot 
West Point cadets ia tho lata rebellion.

is most desirable, and, if it can bo effected in 
conjunction with the new and stringent laws 
for the protection of sea-goers (requiring res- 


to provide a large number of lifeboats), a, 


large percentage of lives would b:» fared in 
shipwrecks. Wien the crew of a linking 
vessel takes to the boaia many of the latter 
are often swamped from want of men t& 
manage them. With the proposed improve- 
ment of receat English oxperiir.eators each 
boat can bo worked by at most tht»e men. 


The conatruclioa. of the new invention i« 


rery simple^ The- only propellea that oan b*. 
applied is tho hydraulic propeller, as Its 
turbine, being enclosed, all sisk of. fouling;'

Pleasant weather 
Is a very general term, and tho extent of it 
prophesied covers a vast area. There may, 
possibly, bave bsen pleasant weather, what- 
ever that means, in some spot of this vast

and rainy weather in the morning and close, 
Bttltry weather in tae afternoon, as it was in 
New York, the centre of the area indicated, 
can be called pleasant weather. There is, 
doubtless, a nucleus of much good and use-

Interests in the Signal Weather Bureau, but it 
'needs scientific and careful men, more sp'-ciflc 
reports and less meaningless generalization.

In spite of the ianitary measures of the gov- 
ernment it is now steadily spreading, and has 
advanced as far aa the German frontier. 


THE CHOLERA IN THE BALTIC PORTS. 


The German government has quietly drawn 


a sanitary cordon along the borders of Russia, 
in order to prevent the cholera from passing 
the frontier. In spite of these precautions the 
disease has already made its appearance in all 
tbe Baltic ports. 


THBEATBKJED SPREAD OP THB BISEABB. 


It has also carried off many victims in 


Poland, whence H threatens to spread into 
Prussia, Gallicia and Hungary. 


ENGLAND ALAHMED. 


There are great apprehensions in England 


that the cholera may advance, aa it has 
usually done, through Germany into Western 
Europe, including tho British Islands.
